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English 


When  one  tries  to  capture  the  qualities  that 
mai^e  the  English  Department's  faculty  and  ma- 
jors special,  the  focus  must  be  on  the  words 
"literate"  and  "dedicated  ".  The  faculty,  in  both 
scholarship  and  in  the  courses  taught,  sees  itself 
as  a  series  of  generalists,  each  with  special  in- 
terests; our  five  Ph.D.'s  and  two  M.A.'s  are  ded- 
icated to  producing  graduates  who  can  write  and 
read  well,  and  who  are  well  grounded  in  their  rich 
cultural  heritage.  Yet,  the  faculty  also  produces 
academic  articles  and  books  on  a  diverse  set  of 
topics.  Each  faculty  member  has  his  or  her  own 
specialization. 

The  Major  of  English  itself  is  relatively  small 
and  the  faculty  is  in  constant  contact  with  the 
majors  —  in  the  classroom,  in  the  halls,  in  the 
department,  at  club  meetings,  and  at  gatherings. 
Between  the  faculty  and  the  majors  there  is  a 
strong  bond  that  comes  fi'om  leaming  the  best 
that  has  been  thought  and  said.  The  rewards  on 


both  sides  are  great;  the  students  have  an  op- 
portunity to  have  their  worlds  enlarged  and  il- 
luminated, and  faculty  is  enriched  by  each  stu- 
dent's insight  and  intelligence. 

The  program  the  English  department  follows  is 
traditional  and  historically  based.  After  complet- 
ing the  program  the  student  will  have  a  solid 
background  in  the  major  periods  of  British  and 
American  literary  activity,  and  in  all  of  the  major 
figures.  In  order  to  create  more  diversity,  at  least 
once  a  year  a  seminar  is  taught  on  a  special, 
generally  interdisciplinary,  topic.  We  also  encour- 
age the  English  major  to  take  a  minor  of  his  or 
her  choice.  Beginning  this  year  we  are  starting  to 
work  on  an  American  Track  that  will  help  balance 
the  natural,  undergraduate  emphasis  on  British 
literature.  Beginning  this  year  we  are  also  looking 
at  the  possibility  of  an  English/ Fre-Law  Track  that 
will  even  better  prepare  a  student  to  go  on  either 
to  graduate  school  or  to  Law  School.

One  person  out  of  the  top  administrators  com- 
menting on  the  paucity  of  majors  in  a  certain  de- 
partment made  the  observation  that;  ".  .  .in  many 
instances,  quality  is  more  important  than  quantity!" 
no  chemistry  department  of  which  I  am  aware  is 
overrun  with  majors;  and  we  are  no  exception.  As 
another  colleague  observed  recently,  "If  you  don't 
love  it  (Chemistry),  you'd  be  crazy  to  major  in  it!" 
"Think  about  it,  "  he  said.  "While  you  are  spending

The  Department  of  Qovemment  and  History  is 
different  ffom  tfiose  in  otfier  schools  in  a  number 
of  ways.  First,  we  are  a  "combined"  department. 
Although  the  subjects  we  teach  are  of  the  social 
sciences,  we  provide  degrees  in  government,  his- 
tory, social  science,  and  criminal  justice.  Also,  we 
are  responsible  for  geography  courses.

(CIS)  major  is  unique  among  programs  of  higher 
learning  in  the  state.  The  CIS  curriculum  meets 
the  needs  of  the  student  entering  the  business 
community  by  emphasizing  not  only  knowledge 
of  computer  use,  but  knowledge  of  business  prin- 
ciples and  practices.  The  student  will  learn  how 
and  why  a  business  operates  as  well  as  how  the 
computer  is  integrated  into  the  organization  as 
one  of  management's  most  important  tools. 

The  computer  center  is  equipped  with  an  IBM

The  Carrie  Rich  Memorial  Library  has  over 
180,000  bool<;  volumes,  558,000  microforms, 
67,000  paper  govemment  documents,  1,000  pe- 
riodicals, and  a  variety  of  compact  disc  products.

In  1918, 

the  Kingdom  of  Serbs,  Croats,  and  Slovenes 

was  declared,  and  in  1929  it  was  renamed 

Yugoslavia.  Since  the  death  of  the  ruler. 

President  Tito,  central  power  has  been  eaten  away  by  the 

feuding  republics.  Inhabitants  of  the  territory  are  con- 

fi-onted  daily  by  the  shelling,  sniper  fire,  and  death  of  war. 

Three  months  after  the  world  woke  up  to 
one  of  the  worst  famines  in  history,  food 
started  to  reach  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Somolis.  Estimates  of  the  dead  range  from 
100,000  to  half  a  million,  but  no  one  knows 
just  how  many  have  perished  in  the  Horn  of 
Africa  nation.  Central  Somolia  is  where  the 
international  community  has  concentrated  its  relief  ef- 
forts, with  airlifts  to  the  towns  of  Mogadishu,  Baidoa,  and 
airdrops  to  smaller  villages  in  the  region. 


Initially,  the  Bush  administration  accepted 
Haitian  Refugees  at  the  U.S.  naval  base  at 
Quantanamo  Bay,  Cuba,  and  heard  their  re- 
quest for  asylum.  About  27,000  of  them 
were  denied  and  returned  to  Haiti.  On  May 
24, 1992,  President  Bush  decided  that  Coast 
Guard  cutters  would  intercept  the  Haitians  at  sea  and 
immediately  return  them  to  their  country.  The  Haitians 
could  apply  for  asylum  only  through  the  U.S.  Consolate  at 
Port-au-Prince.

'  ^       gathering  of  AIDS  experts  in  July,  but  there 

were  no  breakthroughs  on  halting  the  dead- 
sweep  of  this  virus.  The  12,000  partici- 
^-v__-/  pants  had  the  opportunity  to  hear  some 
1,000  speeches  and  discussion  on  virtually  every  aspect  of 
the  disease,  from  novel  combinations  of  drugs  to  the  pace 
of  viral  mutations.  Marking  loses  here  in  the  United  States, 
people  signed  panels  of  the  AIDS  Memorial  Quilt  in  Mew 
York.  The  exhibition  is  part  of  a  35-city  national  tour. 

Despite  his  recent  diagnoses  of  HIV,  Magic 
Johnson  participated  in  the  1992  Summer 
Olympics.  As  part  of  the  "Dream  Team"  in 
the  summer  games,  Johnson  along  with  his 
team-mates  led  the  United  States  to  the  gold 
medal  in  Mens  Basketball.

Bush  said  he  would  propose  and 
across-the-board  tcix  cut  to  the  new  Con- 
gress that  convenes  in  January  if  given  a  second  term.  He 
said  the  cuts  would  have  to  be  offset  by  spending  re- 
ductions to  keep  from  swelling  the  deficit.

Figueroa  and 

his  family  were  basking  in  his  new-found 

celebrity,  gained  in  June  1992,  after  he  spelled  "potato  " 

correctly  during  a  spelling  bee  and  Vice  President  Dan 

Quayle  did  not. 


In  May,  Ross  Perot  was  a  potential  president. 
Then,  he  was  not.  Then  he  was.  The  Perot 
Factor  was  reintroduced  to  presidential  pol- 
itics 11  weeks  to  the  day  after  the  Texas 
billionaire  abandoned  plans  to  run,  saying 
he  had  concluded  he  could  not  win.  Perot, 
Vidth  a  personal  fortune  and  no  spending  limits  to  worry 
about,  gave  a  constant  hover  of  tension  to  both  Clinton 
and  Bush. 
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Two  powerful  earthquakes  rocked  Southern 
California  on  June  28,  1992,  killing  a  child 
and  injuring  more  than  300  people.  The 
quakes  were  about  three  hours  apart.  Be- 
cause of  the  unusual  occurence  of  two  ma- 
jor tremblors  within  hours  of  each  other, 

scientists  don't  know  the  probability  that  more  powerful 

jolts  could  be  on  the  way.

Hurricane  Andrew  struck  southern  Florida 
on  August  24,1992,  with  winds  gusting  to 
164  mph  and  a  12-foot  tidal  surge  that  flat- 
tened many  homes,  uprooted  trees,  flung 
boats  into  the  streets,  and  wrecked  an  entire 
Air  Force  base.  The  hurricane's  54-hour 
rampage,  the  most  expensive  natural  disaster  ever  in  the 
country,  caused  an  estimated  $20  billion  in  Florida,  $1.5 
billion  in  Louisiana,  and  $250  million  in  the  Bahamas. 
Tent  cities  were  set  up  in  Florida  with  room  for  3,800 
people.

Hurricane  Iniki  dealt  a  direct  blow  to  Kauai, 
one  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  on  September 
11, 1992,  with  winds  gusting  to  160  mph  and 
torrential  rains.  It  destroyed  buildings  and 
damaged  many  others  on  the  island  of  more 
than  50,000  people,  one  official  said.  Iniki 
was  the  most  powerful  hurricane  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
this  century,  said  Bob  Sheets,  director  of  the  riat'l  Hur- 
ricane Center. 


Escorted  by  more  than  1,000  private  boats, 
replicas  of  Christopher  Columbus'  ships  ar- 
rived in  the  US  on  February  15,1992,  as  part 
of  the  500th  anniversary  celebration  of  his 
voyage  to  the  Mew  World.  The  ships,  chris- 
tened in  Spain  in  1990,  were  built  from  the
